Surveys’ return requested

Romulus city officials urged 
area residents to return their 
completed survey forms on the 
projected city pool/recreation 
facility this week. 

The survey - urged by City 
Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth — reached most area 
postal patrons last week and 
their quick return will help 
city and school district offi¬ 
cials fine tune any possible 
referendum question later this 
year or next. 

Representatives of both 
elected bodies have been 
meeting for over a year on pos¬ 
sible plans that could include 
one or two swimming pools, a 
new and expanded recreation 
facility and additions to all Ro¬ 


mulus schools. 

Survey results will help set 
up the guide-lines as to 
whether any such future effort 
will be pursued by the two gov¬ 
ernmental units individually 
or jointly. 

Citizen critic James Rarey -- 
who received his survey last 
Friday -- expressed feelings 
that the school district was 
“manipulating the millage fac- 
tor ... with its complex 
scheme.” 

Rarey said the school dis¬ 
trict should “justify its need 
for extra funds...before any 
such action is taken.” 

Mayor William Oakley told 
Rarey that 167 surveys were 
returned Monday and only 31 
were opposed to the project at 
this point. 


Oakley said none of those 
returned surveys sought any 
money issue explanations. 

Mayor pro tern Randolph 
Gear urged that Rarey attend 
the next joint meeting of the 
council/school trustee group at 
7:30 p.m. March 2 at City Hall. 

The public is invited to at¬ 
tend the open session also in 
the council chambers. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell estimated 
that if a referendum package 
can be put together by the city/ 
school district it could be on a 
city ballot this September or 
October. 

Oakley was not confident 
that the issue would make the 
ballot stage this year...but was 
hopeful that it would. 


Deepwell battle continues

The Groundhog did not see 
its shadow in Romulus on 
Tuesday - thus residents are 
sure to see another 100 or 
more weeks of deepwell litiga¬ 
tion and court battles. 

The city of Romulus ex¬ 
pressed disappointment Mon¬ 
day night (via a written 
statement from City Environ¬ 
mental Attorney Mark Jacobs) 
that the Geological Survey Di¬ 
vision of the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Environmental 
Quality “has reversed its prior 
position that the Wahrman 
road well site must be perma¬ 
nently plugged and abandoned 
before the Citrin drive permits 
can be issues.” 

There also was deep con¬ 
cern in Romulus that last 
Thursday Ingham County Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Peter Houk 


turned the deepwell matter 
over to Chief Administrative 
Law Judge Richard Lacasse 
“to review and make a deci¬ 
sion regarding the proposed 
stipulation and consent agree¬ 
ment” on the well issue. 

DEQ official Hal Fitch has 
been quoted as saying the En¬ 
vironmental Disposal Systems 
(EDS) deepwell opening “is 
probably still about a year and 
a half away.” 

Fitch revealed that EDS has 
agreed to partially plug a 4,500 
foot deep well that it has al¬ 
ready dug on Wahrman road. 

EDS also will not seek to re¬ 
move that plug and operate the 
well without first obtaining 
permission from the state, 
Fitch added. 

Last week’s court session 
was attended by Romulus 
Mayor William Oakley, various 
city council members, Taylor 
representatives and R.P. Lilly, 


a spokesman for RECAP, a lo¬ 
cal citizens’ group opposed to 
the deepwell project. 

State Representative Ray 
Basham (D-Taylor) felt there 
were “no winners” at last 
week’s court session, but still 
feels that there has been no 
exhibited need for a commer¬ 
cial waste well in Michigan. 

But Basham stated last 
week it appears the state DEQ 
is inching toward allowing the 
well to open. 

He vows the well issue is no 
longer a RomulusyTaylor issue, 
stating it now is a south/ 
eastern Michigan issue. 

Basham is mind-boggled by 
the fact that RomulusATaylor 
residents have spoken out so 
bluntly against the well and 
numerous Downriver govern¬ 
ments have echoed those sen¬ 
timents -- and yet their 
opinions are now being ig¬ 
nored. 


Kesner won’t run again

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Veteran Romulus School 
Board trustee Howard Kesner 
announced Thursday night 
that he will not seek re- 
election this June. 

Kesner, the current board 
president will be finishing a 
third four- year term this year, 
said it was time to spend more 
time at home. 

The trustee had told this re¬ 
porter four years ago that this 
past term would be his last,* 
since it would coincide with 
his daughter’s high school 
graduation. 

But school district insiders 
said Kesner recently had 
hinted that he might run again. 

A week ago however Kesner 
reportedly told Dr. William Be¬ 
dell, other top school officials 
and his fellow school board 
members, that he would not be 
seeing re-election.

The anticipated year 2000 
opening of an expansive Tan- 
ger outlet mall - featuring 
massive numbers of outlet 
stores and scores of theatres 
and restaurants - in Romulus 
is off, Mayor William Oakley 
admitted Monday night. 

Oakley (displaying obvious 
disappointment with the news) 
said he could not put his finger 
on the cause of the collapse of 
the mall planning effort in¬ 
volving the southern-based 
Tanger Corp., but claimed 
there was no breakdown in 
talks between the city and 
mall planners. 

But rumors of at least a de¬ 
lay in the mall effort surfaced 
just before the Christmas holi¬ 
days since some preliminary 
major landwork and appear¬ 
ances before the city’s Plan¬ 
ning Commission had been 
expected by that time. 

Oakley and the mall cre¬ 
ators kept a low profile on the 
mall store plans from day one, 
with the mayor referring me¬ 
dia questions to the mall cor¬ 
poration’s public relations 
representatives. 

The only major public dis¬ 
play of the mall plans was re¬ 
portedly made to a joint 
Rotary Clubs congregation last 
summer or fall. Oakley in¬ 
siders continued to say the 
mall was “on schedule” late 
last fall, when questions on its 
progress began to surface. 

The rumor of problems with 
mall development escalated in 
January, when Oakley gave his 
“State of the City” address to 
the Greater Romulus Chamber 
of Commerce and only men¬ 
tioned expanded housing and 
road improvement efforts in 
his brief talk to local business 
leaders. 

He cut his talk off by saying 
“that’s all I can say. If I con¬ 
tinue, I’d have to get into some 
negative areas.” He took no 
questions from the gathering.

the Oakley administration - 
both those considered favor¬ 
able to Oakley and others op¬ 
posed - revealed in January 
that they heard the mall deal 
was “dead.” 

Oakley said city officials are 
busy at the moment talking to 
everyone possible in an effort 
to create a new “commercial” 
plan for the controversial land 
owned by Florida developer E. 
Llwyd Ecclestone Jr. 

The commercial/office 
building site has been the ob¬ 
ject of political bantering for 
the past decade or two, as Ro¬ 
mulus has pumped millions of 
dollars into the infrastructure 
at the vacant site over the 
years. 

Several councilmen vowed 
four years ago they would vote 
against any more city dollars 
being used at the site until ma¬ 
jor private funds were ex¬ 
pended there Jr. 

A glance at old copies of the 
Romulus Roman show that 
back in February 1988 a $1 bil- 
lion project called Metro 
World -- that was then reported 
to employ up to 40,000 persons 
- was unveiled. That effort 
never took off and Romulus 
residents have grown skeptical 
of any announced plans since 
then. 

But Oakley refuses to give 
up on that valuable piece of 
commercial property - one of 
the top values still awaiting 
use in Romulus. 


Semrau switches to police 
community service unit

School trustee Michael 
Woods, who was named to the 
Planning Commission several 
years ago by Oakley, was reap¬ 
pointed until Jan. 31, 2001 on 
Monday. 


Police Sgt. Cora Semrau - 
the first woman sergeant in 
Romulus history - switched 
from the detective bureau to 
the recently created Romulus 
Police Community Neighbor¬ 
hood Services Unit this week.

Semrau expressed great 
pride in her involvement in 
the handling of the abused 
horses incident in Romulus 
several years ago -- a case in 
which some of the neglected 
horses had to be destroyed and 
others were restored to health 
and auctioned off. 

The veteran detective also 
feels pleased with her ability 
to help senior citizens - who 
often fall victim to con artists 
and other criminal elements. 

While feeling comfortable 
with her accomplishments as a 
detective, Semrau feels it is a 
good time in her career to 
grow in other elements of poli¬ 
cing. 

Joining the Police Commu¬ 
nity Neighborhood Services 
Unit now commanded by Lt. 


James Rafalski is another 
thrill, Semrau said, after 
learning of some of the new el¬ 
ements in community policing 
Rafalski has in mind. 

While she has worked with 
school officials in investiga¬ 
tions in past years, Semrau 
said, her transfer will permit 
her to get involved with stu¬ 
dents and parents in a differ- 
net way now. 

She is anxious to get in¬ 
volved in Neighborhood Watch 
programs - feeling local fami¬ 
lies can keep a lot of control 
over their own destinies by 
working together as neighbor¬ 
hoods and Communities with 
law enforcement and govern¬ 
mental officials.

Condo owneps free of tar baby 


After seven years, Millpointe 
residents can sell their homes

The nightmare is over for 
332 homeowners at Millpointe 
Condominiums. After seven 
years of waiting, they will fi¬ 
nally be able to obtain certifi¬ 
cates of occupancy, which will 
allow them to sell their homes. 

Permanent certificates of 
occupancy weren't issued be¬ 
cause the development never 
obtained final site plan ap¬ 
proval. Only the issuance of 
temporary certificates en¬ 
abled the homeowners to 
move in. 

Without approved site 
plans, homeowners weren't 
able to improve their proper¬ 
ties because it was unclear 
what they owned. 

“People are languishing 
without their certificate of oc¬ 
cupancies,” said Councilman 
Trav Griffin. “They have prob¬ 
lems selling and they can't do 
what they need to do with their 
property.” 

The problem stemmed from 
the original site plan. Wayne 
back in 1989, when Millpointe 
was carelessly approved, the 
plan called for condomin¬ 
iums with common property 
ownership outside the walls of 
each unit. Within the walls, ho¬ 
meowners individually owned 
the property. 

“The housing market was 
quiet then,” explained Plan¬ 
ning Director Todd Kilroy, who 
was hired long after the Mill¬ 
pointe debacle. “We encour¬ 
aged them to proceed to bring 
in new residential develop¬ 
ment.” 

Despite posting a perfor¬ 
mance bond, Crosswind, the 
developers, took their time 
completing the project, going

particularly slow on recre¬ 
ation area and parking spaces, 
generating complaints from 
the homeowners association. 
Before too much time dragged 
on, the association hired attor¬ 
ney Douglas Alexander to spur 
on Crosswinds. 

“I represent 300 condomin¬ 
ium associations,” he said. 
“About a dozen of them have 
issues with Crosswinds. At 
least here in Westland we 
didn't have to file a lawsuit.” 

All he had to do was wait 
seven years for Crosswinds to 
finish supplying the city with a 
final site plan. 

During the wait, Crosswinds 
changed plans so homeowners 
could change the units to site 
condominiums, allowing ho¬ 
meowners to own their lot en¬ 
velops - the property around 
their homes. Roads and green 
areas are still commonly 
owned.

Despite two lawsuits pro¬ 
voked by the development, the 
Westland City Council ap¬ 
proved the new site plan Mon¬ 
day night, urged on by 
Alexander and Kilroy. 

“If you don’t approve it, you 
will be punishing innocent 
people who bought in,” he 
said. 

“Our objective was to get 
finished,” said Kilroy. 

To get Crosswinds finished, 
it took the intervention of 
David Jacokes, former Van 
Buren Township supervisor. 

“The outstanding issues, not 
the bond, caused us to com¬ 
plete it,” he said. 

“How did this happen?” 
asked Council President 
Sandra Cicirelli. Nobody 
could explain; however, Jac¬ 
okes apologized for Cross- 
winds’ incredible delay. 

The approved site plan also 
solved a safety problem cre¬ 
ated by an access road for fire 
engines, ambulances, and po¬ 
lice cars. 

After the breakable bar¬ 
riers disappeared, the road 
turned into a miniature speed¬ 
way carrying 200 cars a day 
past about 100 elementary 
school pupils who travel along 
the path to school. Cars 
whizzed by at 40-50 mph, 
claimed Tim O’Neil, who lives 
next to Millpointe. 

To eliminate the illegal traf¬ 
fic, the condominium associa¬ 
tion agreed to post warning 
signs and to enforce the ban, 
since police refrain from en¬ 
forcing most traffic laws on 
private roads. 

Though the site plan was fi¬ 
nally approved, the city is still 
not free of Cros'swinds. Last 
month they were included 
with Crosswinds as a defen¬ 
dant in a lawsuit. 

However, City Attorney An¬ 
gelo Plakas said that he has 
filed a motion to dismiss the 
suit, and seemed confident 
that the city would prevail. 


Johnson makes last call 
for help t© save Sassafras

“I need bodies to save Sas¬ 
safras,” said Chuck Johnson. 

Johnson, who fears that the 
quality of Westland’s Sassafras 
Trails Nature Preserve may 
have gone done the drain 
when the city recently agreed 
to allow Wayne County to va¬ 
cant the Old Perrin Drain, 
urged residents to show up at a 
public hearing scheduled 
about the drain. 

The hearing, which will be 
conducted by the Wayne 
County Drain Commission at 2 
p.m., February 10, at City Hall, 


will sound out residents’ opin¬ 
ions about the abandonment of 
the drain to Galaxy Builders. 

Galaxy developed the 54-lot 
Wildwood Manor subdivision 
on the old Wilson School prop¬ 
erty before the drain was va- 
cated. The 13.5-acre 
subdivision included 3.2 acres 
of wooded land, which some 
Sassafras Trails supporters 
claimed was part of the nature 
preserve. 

“Logically, the city council 
should not have approved the 
subdivision’s site plan until 
the drain had been vacated,” 
said Johnson. 


Johnson is trying to prevent 
abandonment of the Old Per¬ 
rin Drain, hoping to get it flow¬ 
ing again into Sassafras Trails’ 
woods. He believes that the 
water flow is necessary for 
woodland plants and animals. 

He also hopes to persuade 
authorities the former drain 
was a protected natural water 
course, based on a February 
1998 letter from the Wayne 
County Commission. However, 
his hopes were dashed when 
the drain commission dis¬ 
avowed the letter and Galaxy 
paved over the drain to de¬ 
velop their approved sub. 


Patterson

As the weather continues to wreak hav¬ 
oc in Western Wayne to the point that peo¬ 
ple talk more about potholes more than 
potheads, ie. Clinton’s impeachment 
hearings, I too would like to add my two 
cents, make that a C-note. 

And, like everyone else, I’m sick and 
tired about the impeachment hoopla, and 
would prefer talking potholes, specifical¬ 
ly who can find the biggest and most 
grotesque. That’s right, Michigan Com¬ 
munity Newspapers would like to reward 
the lucky reader who provides us with 
photo proof of the biggest pothole in West¬ 
ern Wayne. For it we will pay a C-note, 
one-hundred dollars cash. 

Why? Quite simply potholes are ap¬ 
pearing everywhere. Just last week I 
spent several hours driving Western 
Wayne roads in a new Silverado pick-up. 
I was test-driving the vehicle in an effort 
to see how it would handle the ugly condi¬ 
tions. Trust me, no truck, including the 
most sophisticated Land Rover or Hum¬ 
mer could navigate Western Wayne back 
roads and return without some kind of 
alignment problems. 

Potholes for instance on Treadwell in 
the City of Wayne were so numerous I 
had trouble staying on the gravel road, 
and I was only traveling 10 miles an hour 
Back roads in Canton were equally chal¬ 
lenging. In one mile stretch I counted 
nearly 900 potholes, and these were big 
holes, not the mud puddle variety 

But I haven’t been everywhere and I 
haven’t destroyed a tire or rim like many 
people are reporting.

A 700seat performing arts hall 
has been proposed for the outer 
edge of sprawling Canton "township. 

The state of Michigan kicked 
in $28,000 for the Canton Commu¬ 
nity Foundation to hire consul¬ 
tants to plan the hall, which will 
present concerts, plays and per¬ 
formances, and which will offer 
music, dance and theater classes. 

Canton Township is tossing an¬ 
other $2 million to help build the 
$8 million auditorium. 

Plymouth-Canton Community 
Schools offered to lease the site at 
Joy and Beck roads for $1 a year 
The land is next to a proposed 
high school. (The lease was of¬ 
fered because if the schools kept 
the land, alcoholic beverages 
could not be served inside.) 

The public is being asked to 
contribute the remaining $6 mil¬ 
lion. A nonprofit committee was 
formed by the Canton Community 
Foundation to raise the money. 

The performing arts center 
will be part of Canton Supervisor 
Tom Yack’s goal of “reinventing 
recreation” in the township. 

Being a reactionary, I would 
settle for a traditional performing 
arts center I long for the old days - 
- long before Cats - when it was 
common for ordinary people 
to go to the theater to check out 
the latest Tennessee Williams 
play. Or when symphony orches¬ 
tras had a relatively large paying 
audience.

performing arts center faces bad 
odds in Canton because of official 
Canton’s hostility to the arts, con¬ 
trary to the ordinary residents’ 
embrace of the arts. 

I know from firsthand experi¬ 
ence that the Canton Mafia is 
hostile to skilled performing 
artists. 

Having a talented musician for 
a daughter, I’ve encouraged her to 
reach out to the public for token 
support for her tour of Europe 
with the Blue Lake International 
Orchestra this summer - sort of a 
way to integrate her talent with 
the community. The idea was for 
her to offer service clubs Breakfast 
With Bach. In return they could 
donate $50 or $100 toward her ex¬ 
penses in Europe. Upon her re¬ 
turn, she would share her experi¬ 
ences and treat them to another 
concert 

Her efforts were rewarded in 
Westland from generous music- 
loving seniors at the FHendship 
Center. In Livonia, from the city’s 
youth symphony. From Farming- 
ton Hills’ Musicale, she received a 
very generous donatioa 

She even receives support 
from Detroit, where she plays 
with the Detroit Symphony Civic 
Orchestra, probably the youngest 
musician in that world-class pre¬ 
professional orchestra. 


But in Canton, my hometown, 
she doesn’t exit except as a target 
for false promises. When we ap¬ 
proached the township’s bossy 
culture vultures, they treated her 
- then 12 - dishonestly. (I’ll spare 
you the story.) 

From my experience, I expect 
performing artists to face a bu¬ 
reaucratic hostility in Cantoa

arts center will be defeated by the 
township’s penchant for poor 
planning.

If Canton wants a theater, it 
must create a theater district to 
put it in - a pedestrian setting near 
coffee houses and restaurants. 

Otherwise, Canton will make 
the same mistake it made with 
the Summit when it did not merge 
it into closer into the civic center 
in a mixed zoning setting - in a 
civilized setting. How ironic that 
the Summit, the Summit of 
local modern architecture, is the 
nadir of community planning. 

Performing arts are necessary 
for civilization. Until Canton civi¬ 
lizes its sprawling strip center-in¬ 
fested roads and unites neighbor¬ 
hoods with a municipal core, it 
will never be civilized enough 
for a French restaurant, let 
alone a performing arts center.

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River cleanup gets off to good start

In my last installment of 
“Saving the Rouge” I promised 
to identify the reason 48 com¬ 
munities suddenly decided to 
renew their efforts to clean the 
river. 

The reason? 

They volunteered to, in 
much the same way the Egyp¬ 
tian slaves volunteered to 
build the pyramids. The effort 
got its rebirth when the Honor¬ 
able John Feikens, U. S. Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge, frustrated 
by the lack of meaning¬ 
ful progress, put the commu- 
n i1 1 es^b^h notice that 
they had 14 months to come up 
with a workable plan that 
would have the result of clean¬ 
ing the river. If they didn’t, he 
would. 

Granted, that explanation 
may be a bit simplistic but it 
doesn’t miss the mark by 
much. The idea that commu¬ 
nities would be given a plan by 
the court, and not one they de¬ 
veloped themselves, then have 
to implement it on their own 
with no additional funding, 
created a rash of volunteerism. 

The judge reaffirmed his 
able motivational skills and 
the communities couldn’t wait 
to volunteer. 

The first task was to make 
application to the State of 
Michigan Department of Envi¬ 
ronmental Quality for a “Vol¬ 
untary General Storm Water 
Permit”. 

Funny how that word keeps 
getting in there, the permit, as 
described by Joseph O’Brien, 
Senior Scientist with Environ¬ 
mental Consulting and Tech¬ 
nology, is little more than an 
agreement each community 
makes with the State of Michi¬ 
gan to identify how storm 
water run off from their com¬ 
munities will be allowed to en¬ 
ter the drainage system. 

It’s called voluntary be¬ 
cause the communities have 
the opportunity to take the 
handshake back, at least tem¬ 
porarily, if compliance begins 
to place an undo strain on the 
communities resources. 

At this writing, all water¬ 
shed communities served by 
this newspaper have submit¬ 
ted applications for coverage 
under the General Storm Wa¬ 
ter Permit. 

Alphabetically those com¬ 
munities are: Canton Towns¬ 
hip, Inkster, Romulus, Wayne 
& Westland. 

In truth, the effort thus far 
has been somewhat less than 
the shotgun wedding I have de¬ 
scribed here. I have been for¬ 
tunate to be involved first 
hand working with these com¬ 
munities and their representa¬ 
tives and have found the 
environment to be extremely 
cooperative. The city of West- 
land, with the majority of land 
mass within the watershed, 
fcvas the first to apply for the 
eneral Permit and the first to 
hare their work with other 
immunities still working on 


theirs. The City of Romulus 
has played host for every meet¬ 
ing of the Lower 2 Sub water¬ 
shed Advisory Group and 
Canton Township has made 
available a detailed Water¬ 
shed Management Strategy 
plan created at great expense 
to that community. They even 
go as far as to mail updates, 
as far as to mail updates, 
which they also do at their own 
expense, the overall mood is 
upbeat. Representatives seem 
to understand that the oppor¬ 
tunity to really accomplish 
something is at hand. We’ve 
had a good start.

Taxpayers save $4 million 
in legal costs over 3 years 


It’s enough money to run a 
small town, or fund a fledging 
university. 

In 1995, Wayne County paid 
out $4.7 million in litigation 
payments. Because of aggres¬ 
sive tactics from its Corpora¬ 
tion Counsel team, the County 
has paid out only $606,000 this 
past year - an 87% savings over¬ 
all. 

“This is outstanding service 
from a hard-working depart¬ 
ment,” says Wayne County Ex¬ 
ecutive Edward H. McNamara. 
“This savings means the dol¬ 
lars can be used for other 
County services.” 

Starting in 1995, Wayne 
County’s legal staff of 35 attor¬ 
neys and paralegals, directed 
by Jennifer Granholm (Michi¬ 
gan’s Attorney General-Elect), 
made it a standard practice to 
file motions to dismiss cases as 
soon as they were filed against 
the County. This ensured that 


only legitiment, substained 
cases made it through the sys¬ 
tem. The County handles about 
2,000 dases annually. 

“We have been defending 
lawsuits as though we are 
fighting for our own pocket- 
book/’ noted Granholm, who 
credits the County’s litigation 
chief, Robert Gazall, with lead¬ 
ing the charge,” and we re¬ 
fused to settle claims where 
there was no liability on the 


County’s part. Those steps 
combined have dramatically 
cut the amount of money paid 
out.” 

The Corporation Counsel of¬ 
fice has also taken steps to an¬ 
ticipate and prevent lawsuits. 
Efforts such as tracking lia¬ 
bility payments and giving rec¬ 
ognition to lawyers who win 
cases have proven to be effec¬ 
tive in trimming costs.
